39. A method for treating a skin irritation on a mammal comprising topically administering to the 
mammal an effective amount of one or more cyclic peptides that consist of SEQ ID NO: 1 
(CTKSIPPIC), SEQ ID NO:2 (GRCTKSIPPICFPD) or SEQ ID NO:3 (IPPICFPDGRCTK). 

40. The method of claim 39, wherein more than one of the peptides is administered. 

41. The method of claim 39, wherein the skin irritation is primarily caused by proteolytic 
enzymes that are present in human feces, menstrual fluids, nasal fluids, colostomy fluids, 
dandruff or healing wounds. 
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42. The method of claim 39, wherein one or more of the cyclic peptides is bound by a serine 
protease but is not cleaved by the serine protease. 

43. The method of claim 39, wherein one or more of the cyclic peptides inhibits serine protease 
activity. 

44. The method of claim 39, wherein one or more of the cyclic peptides inhibits protease activity 
of trypsin, P-trypsin, chymotrypsin, cathepsin G, aminopeptidase, elastase, matripase or 
thrombin. 

45. The method of claim 39, wherein one or more of the cyclic peptides is administered from an 
absorbent article. 

46. The method of claim 39, wherein the method further comprises administering hyaluronic 
acid. • 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : 

The closest prior art of record, does not teach or suggest, alone or in combination, the topical 
administration of one or more of the peptides consisting of SEQ ID NOs: 1 , 2 or 3 in the 
treatment of skin irritation. Korsinczky teaches STFI-1 and peptides comprising SEQ ID NOs: 
1, 2 and/or 3, however Korsinczky does not teach peptides consisting of SEQ ID NOs: 1, 2 or 3, 
and provides only motivation for further testing for pharmaceutical use, lacking any disclosure of 
a specific use.
